tnan of the committee *»n interstate 
and foreign commerce 
Tliese liills as 
they will go to tin* respective legisla­ 
tive brunches will in some respects 
he identical, but there will be substan­ 
tial differences which will have to be 
ironed out in conference.

merr e commission remains as the .sole 
regulatory hodv,

divisions will ha i e to be created by it 
to take care of additional work.
